(ronzalez, who lives out on 
Wayne street, found the imUI plant a 
year or two ago over in J ajKin. 
He 
thought he had discovered a sort of 
missing link, so he brought it homo 
to put into the conservatory among 
his choicest plants, where he guards 
it as the apple of his eye. 
Not a 
scale bug or other ravaging insect 
has a chance to live on its leaves, 
for he bad a special bathtub built for 
its use, with a sheet iron chimney 
in the center, in which ho places it 
periodically, puts a cover over the 
whole thing and g ives it a Turkish 
bath treatment of sulphur and other 
fumes such as would make even tho 
sturdiest scale bug turn up its toes. 
It is a hardy shrub, the outdoor cli­ 
mate of Ban Francisco agreeing with 
its health excellently well, although 
its owner is so choice of it that he 
doesn’t g ive it a chance to sleep out 
very often. 
In its native country it 
is usually kept [lotted, and the J apa­ 
nese 8 0 0H1 to be fully alive to its 
value as an ornamental curiosity, 
for Mr. Gonzales found it a difficult 
matter to get one to bring to Ameri­ 
ca, and so far nobody elso ever did 
g et one. 
The orange tree is a ragged little 
shrub that does not average more 
than five or six feet in height. 
It 
does not grow straight, as a proper­ 
ly behaved tree is supposed to do, but 
is curved everywhere. 
It would bo 
very difficult to find two consecutive 
inches in tho entire tree whose lino 
of direction is the same. 
Even the 
branches grow in spiral forms, so 
that the width of the tree is often as 
great as the height. There is a g en­ 
erous supply of thorns hidden under 
the leaves, and they are thorns that 
mean business. 
They are slender, 
tough and long and are located in 
all sorts of unexpected place» 
The 
leaves are fleshy, long and narrow 
and of a dark green color. They re­ 
semble a lemon leaf more than an 
orange leaf. 
Indeed in both this in­ 
stance and in the color of the ripen­ 
ed fruit this singular plant seem» to 
claim a very close consulship to tho 
large lemon family. 
The flowers 
come out in J une and J uly and arc 
very similar in appearance and odor 
to the ordinary orange blossoms, save 
that instead of the familiar creamy 
white color they have a delicate 
pinkish tint which is very beaut iful. 
They commonly grow in clusters of 
two or three blossoms on alternate 
nodes of tho branch. 
The fruit itself is of alig ht yellow 
color, a [Hire lemon hue, growing 
greenish toward the stem. The size 
is immense, considered relatively to 
other oranges or to the size of the 
tree, tho largest ones measuring 
when mature fully ten inches from 
the wrist to the [xiint of tho middle 
finger, including tho nail. 
It is al­ 
ways necessary to furnish a supjiort 
in the way of props and string s to 
sustain the growing fruit, or the 
limb will ho broken by the weight. 
The fingers of the orange divide 
at about half the distance from the 
wrist, and though the division linos 
can be plainly seen throughout the 
entire length of the hand they do 
not destroy its contour. The propor­ 
tional length of the fingers from the 
thumb to the little finger is perfect., 
corres[)onding exactly with that of 
a human hand. The fruit is not edi­ 
ble—none of the osage variety is— 
but what it lacks in being unable to 
tickle tho palate it more than makes 
good in periumo. 
The strangest 
thing connected with the jxTl'umo 
is that it is the fruit and not the 
flower that is most odorous. 
Tho 
fruit when ripe is so redolent that 
its scent can ho recognized a full 
branch of mile from where tho orange is grow­ 
ing .—Ban Francisco Chronicle
